AND ECONGMICAL., BUT THROUGHOUT CALIFORNIA, THE WESTERN STATES
AND THE WORLD, FOR THAT MATTER, THERE ARE VAST UNTAPPED STORES OF
HOT GEOTHERMAL WATERS TOO i ¥ IN TEMPERAT!RE FOR ELECTR.CAL GENERATION,

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WiTH ENACTMENT oF SB 1027 LAST YEAR WHICH CHANGED

DONE AND WILL INCLUDE AN FYAMINATION OF HOW THIS PROBLEM 15 DEALT
